Said  expenditure  to  be 
made  under  supervision  of  State  Highway  Department 
and  in  cooperation  with  the  W.  P.  A.,  who  are  ready  to 
furnish  their  unexpended  balance  of  approximately 
$8,500.00. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  repairing  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  necessary  for  permanent  improvements  and  mainte- 
nance. 

6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Town 
Construction  of  improved  roads. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  use  the  unspent 
balance  raised  at  last  March  Meeting  for  White  Pine 
Blister  Control. 

8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  Care  for 
Cemeteries. 


9.     To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  support  of  Libraries  for  the  ensuing  year. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  Decoration  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors  graves. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  benefit  of  Memorial  Hospital. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $168.00  to  the  Lakes  Region 
Association  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  issuing  and 
distribution  of  printed  matter,  newspaper  and  maga- 
zine advertising,  calling  attention  to  the  resources  and 
natural  advantages  of  the  town,  in  cooperation  with 
other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
tractor  and  snow  plow  and  raise  and  appropriate 
$5,800.00  for  same. 

15.  To  see  if  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro-, 
priate  money  to  pay  all  or  part  of  outstanding  notes 
which  were  necessitated  by  hurricane  damage. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apply  all  in- 
come derived  from  Edwards  Property  on  any  outstand- 
ing note  or  notes  which  were  necessitated  for  repairs 
on  the  Edwards  Buildings. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  replacement  or  repair  of  cul- 
verts damaged  by  flood  on  our  dirt  roads  to  the  amount 
of  $3,000.00  (The  State  has  estimated  approximately

firm the  sale  of  the  Joe  Bishop  Property  so-called  and 


authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  a  proper  deed  in 
accordance  with  Bond  for  a  Deed  given  by  the  Town  of 
Holderness  to  Annie  M.  White,  October  8,  1938,  and 
recorded  in  Grafton  County  Registry  of  Deeds  Liber 
679,  Folio  595. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $250.00  to  be  expended  for  tarring  unim- 
proved portion  of  road  leading  by  Closson  Property. 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  le- 
gally come  before  this  meeting.

$25,000.00,  as  the  following  pages  in  this  report  will 
show. 

Sale  Agreement  of  Edwards  Property 

It  is  hereby  agreed  by  and  between  The  Town  of 
Holderness  in  the  County  of  Grafton  and  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  hereinafter  called  the  Owners,  and  Harold 
Fowler  and  Monica  Fowler  of  said  Holderness,  herein- 
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after  called  the  Purchasers,  which  expression  shall  in- 
clude their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  or  assigns 
that: 

The  Owner  agrees  to  sell  and  the  Purchasers  to 
buy  a  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  with  the  buildings 
thereon,  situate  in  Holderness  and  bounded  and  de- 
scribed as  follows:  Beginning  on  the  northerly  side  of 
College  Road,  so-called,  at  land  owned  or  occupied  by 
A.  D.  Barber;  thence  westerly  on  said  road  1415  feet 
to  the  center  of  the  New  Lake  road,  so-called;  thence 
easterly  along  the  center  lines  of  said  Lake  Road  1026 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  said  road 
opposite  or  in  line  with  two  stone  bounds  marking  the 
easterly  line  of  H.  H.  Richardson's  land ;  thence  north- 
erly on  the  line  of  said  Richardson's  land  about  200 
feet  to  the  shore  of  Squam  Lake;  thence  easterly  on 
the  shore  of  said  Lake  about  790  feet  to  land  of  John 
S.  Perkins  marked  by  a  stake  and  stones;  thence  by 
said  stake  and  stones  south-westerly  and  binding  on 
said  Perkins  land  190.5  feet  to  the  center  of  said  Lake 
Road ;  thence  same  course  and  binding  on  said  Perkins' 
land  377  feet  to  the  end  of  a  stone  wall ;  thence  on  the 
center  of  said  stone  wall  and  binding  on  said  Perkins' 
land  and  land  of  A.  D.  Barber  453  feet  to  the  College 
Road  at  the  bound  begun  at.  Area  16  and  150/1000 
acres,  more  or  less.  Hereby  reserving  the  right  of 
flowage  and  drainage  to  the  above  described  tract 
heretofore  conveyed  to  the  Lake  Company  and  the 
rights  the  Public  may  have  in  all  highways  over  and 
upon  said  tract. 

For  Owner's  title  see  deed  of  Charles  A.  Haskell, 
Collector  of  the  Town  of  Holderness  for  the  year  Nine- 
teen Hundred  and  thirty-three,  dated  February  20, 
1936,  recorded  in  Grafton  County  Records  Book  657, 
Page  260.  Under  which  deed  this  tract  is  known  as 
the  "Smith  Land"  except  that  it  is  agreed  between  the 
Parties  to  this  agreement  that  the  said  land  contains 
16  and  150/1000  acres,  more  or  less.  For  a  more  par- 
ticular description  of  this  tract  see  deed  of  Helen  E. 
Smith  and  Charles  W.  Smith  to  Charles  F.  Edwards 
dated  September  28,  1930,  recorded  in  Grafton  County 
Records  Book  559,  Page  508. 
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For  this  property  the  Purchasers  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.00)  pay- 
able within  ten  (10)  years  from  the  date  of  this  in- 
strument, together  with  interest  on  unpaid  balances 
at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  per  annum  payable  quarterly 
in  advance ;  first  payment  of  interest  shall  be  due  and 
payable  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  agree- 
ment; the  Purchasers  further  agree  to  pay  with  each 
quarterly  payment  of  interest  the  sum  of  One  hun- 
dred twenty-five  dollars  ($125.)  extra,  first  payment  to 
be  due  and  payable  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
this  agreement,  so  that  Five  hundred  dollars  ($500.) 
per  year  shall  be  paid  besides  the  interest,  which  Five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.)  shall  not  apply  to  the  reduction 
of  the  principal  amount  of  the  purchase  price,  but  shall 
be  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  during  such  period  as  title 
to  said  property  shall  remain  in  the  Owner. 

The  Purchasers  further  agree  to  invest  in  new 
buildings  and  improvements  within  three  (3)  years 
from  the  date  of  this  instrument  at  least  Seventy-five 
hundred  dollars  ($7500.)  ;  not  less  than  Twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  ($2500.)  per  year  shall  be  invested  and 
it  is  further  agreed  that  any  such  buildings,  improve- 
ments, alterations,  or  additions  made  by  the  Purchas- 
hundred  dollars  ($2500.)  per  year  shall  be  invested  and 
sers  to  the  property  or  to  any  other  such  buildings,  im- 
provements, alterations,  or  additions  shall  become  part 
of  the  real  estate  not  subject  to  removal  by  the  Pur- 
chasers and  in  default  of  this  agreement  by  the  Pur- 
chasers the  said  buildings,  improvements,  alterations, 
or  additions  shall  accrue  to  the  Owner. 

The  Owner  hereby  agrees  to  put  the  buildings  on 
said  premises  in  good  and  suitable  condition  as  soon  as 
possible  at  a  cost  to  the  Owner  of  not  more  than  Five 
thousand  dollars  ($5000.),  and  the  Purchasers  agree 
to  keep  said  premises  in  as  good  condition  as  they  may 
be  put  by  the  Owner  or  by  the  Purchasers,  ordinary 
wear  and  tear  excepted,  so  long  as  title  to  said  prop- 
erty remains  in  said  Owner. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Purchasers  may  be 
entitled  to  immediate  possession  of  said  property,  but 
such  possessions  shall  not  interfere  with  the  repairs  or 
improvements  to  the  property  to  be  done  by  the  Owner.

It  is  also  agreed  between  the  Parties  that  the 
Owner  may  grant  any  easement  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  poles  on  said  premises  for  the  purpose 
of  telephone  or  electric  lines  so  long  as  such  easement 
shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Ser- 
vice Commission  and  shall  not  work  unnecessary  hard- 
ship upon  the  Purchasers. 

The  Purchasers  hereby  agree  to  keep  the  premises 
insured  in  the  sum  of  Twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000.)  or  more  payable  to  the  Owner  as  its  interest 
may  appear  so  long  as  said  Owner  shall  retain  any 
claim  on  said  premises ;  in  case  the  said  premises  shall 
be  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  unavoidable  casualties  the 
Owner  shall  be  entitled  to  said  insurance  up  to  the  bal- 
ance of  the  purchase  price  and  interest  then  due. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  thai  the  Purchasers 
may  assign  all  their  rights  and  obligations  under  this 
agreement  to  a  corporation  proposed  to  be  formed  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  name 
of  which  shall  be  "Holderness  Photographic  Colony, 
Inc."  and  to  no  other  party;  but  it  is  also  agreed  that 
the  Purchasers  shall  in  no  way  be  released  from  any 
liability  under  this  agreement  by  virtue  of  such  assign- 
ment. 

It  is  hereby  further  agreed  that  if  the  Purchasers 
shall  default  in  any  of  the  material  terms  of  this  agree- 
ment, which  default  has  continued  for  ten  days  con- 
tinuously on  written  notice  to  Purchasers  at  last  known 
address,  the  agreement  shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  any 
deed  which  may  be  deposited  in  escrow  or  otherwise 
shall  be  returned  to  the  Owner. 

The  Owner  agrees  to  execute  a  good  and  sufficient 
Warranty  Deed  of  the  above  described  premises  free 
from  all  encumbrances;  to  place  said  deed  in  escrow 
with  the  Pemigewasset  National  Bank  of  Plymouth, 
New  Hampshire,  with  complete  instructions  and  au- 
thority to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Purchasers  upon  pay- 
m^ent  in  full  of  the  purchase  price,  interest,  and  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes  as  herein  provided. 

The  Purchasers  however,  hereby  agree  that  in  de- 
fault of  this  agreement  or  any  part  hereof  the  Pemi- 
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gewasset  National  Bank  of  Plymouth,  New  Hampshire 
shall  deliver  back  to  the  Owner  the  deed  deposited  by 
the  Owner. 

The  undersigned  selectmen  received  authorization 
to  sign  the  within  agreement  on  behalf  of  said  Owner 
by  reason  of  vote  of  said  Town  taken  March  8,  1938. 

In  witness  Whereof  the  Owner  has  hereunto 
caused  its  name  to  be  set  and  its  seal  to  be  affixed  by  its 
selectmen,  duly  authorized.  And  the  Purchasers  have 
hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seals  to  this  and  to  an- 
other instrument  of  like  tenor  this  fourteenth  day  of 
February  1939.

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Present  Enrollment 

The  present  enrollment  at  the  Bridge  School  is  29 
pupils;  15  of  these  are  transported  from  the  True 
School  neighborhood.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bickford  is  the 
teacher.  The  East  Holderness  School  has  21  pupils, 
and  is  taught  by  Evelyn  Young.  The  Carr  School  has 
15  pupils,  including  7  transported  from  the  Elm  School 
neighborhood  by  Norman  Smith ;  and  Mrs.  Taylor  con- 
tinues as  the  teacher  there.  We  were  obliged  to  close 
the  Elm  School  last  year  because  there  were  too  few 
pupils  there  to  make  it  worth  while  to  maintain  a 
school. 

Safety  Education 

During  the  last  few  years  the  increased  risk  of 
highway  travel  has  called  our  attention  to  the  need  of 
better  education  of  children  to  avoid  accidents.  Not 
only  must  highway  dangers  be  avoided,  but  children 
must  learn  to  be  a  little  more  careful  at  home,  as  many 
accidents  occur  there.  A  committee  of  teachers  has 
been  working  for  some  time  on  an  outline  of  study  for 
teaching  habits  of  safety  in  New  Hampshire  schools. 
This  outline,  as  described  in  a  bulletin  recently  issued 
by  the  state  department,  is  now  in  use  in  Holderness 
schools. 

Radio  in  the  School 

Each  of  our  schools  is  taking  advantage  of  the 
Walter  Damrosch  programs  of  orchestra  music.  These 
programs  have  become  famous  throughout  the  land 
and  are  listened  to  each  week  by  millions  of  school  chil- 
dren. Of  course  the  radio  is  as  readily  available  for 
most  pupils  in  rural  sections  as  for  those  in  the  city; 
and  it  seems  to  me  very  much  worth  while  to  allow 
our  young  people  a  chance  to  hear  the  best  of  music 
and  understand  how  to  enjoy  it.  Mr.  Musgrove  has 
been  planning  and  directing  this  work  in  the  schools. 

Acknowledgments 

There  is  not  room  to  mention  all  people  who  have 
assisted  us  and  cooperated  in  various  ways  to  help  in 
school  activities.  The  Christmas  party  given  by  the 
Holderness  School  for  Boys  to  the  pupils  in  that  sec- 
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tion  of  the  town  deserves  special  thanks,  also  the  Wo- 
man's Club  who  have  provided  cod  liver  oil  for  our 
pupils. 

Recommendations  for  Next  Year 

In  my  1938  report  I  mentioned  the  desirability  of 
studying  a  plan  of  centralization  for  Holderness.  It 
would  be  worth  while  for  a  committee  to  study  this 
question  more  thoroughly.  If  the  voters  at  the  district 
meeting  could  appoint  some  of  their  number  to  inves- 
tigate and  report  on  this  in  1940,  it  might  enable  us 
to  understand  what  other  districts  about  as  large  as 
Holderness  have  been  able  to  do  along  this  line.  It 
would  also  help  us  to  know  what  would  have  to  be  done 
here  to  change  to  such  a  system,  and  we  could  decide 
after  considering  their  report  whether  or  not  it  would 
be  wise  to  attempt  it  at  this  time.

''Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  State  Road  known 
as  the  Daniel  Webster  Highway,  at  the  western  bound- 
ary of  the  Holderness  Bridge  School  lot  and  continuing 
in  the  same  direction  as  the  said  western  boundary, 
which  direction  is  in  general  south  by  east,  to  the 
northern  shore  of  Little  Squam  Lake ;  thence,  following 
the  shore  line  of  the  said  lake  in  an  easterly  direction 
to  Squam  Bridge;  thence  following  the  shore  line  of 
the  said  lake  in  a  southerly  direction  to  a  point  six 
hundred  feet  distant  from  the  Daniel  Webster  High- 
way; thence  in  an  easterly  direction,  running  parallel 
to  the  said  Highway  and  distant  therefrom  six  hun- 
dred feet  to  a  point  opposite  the  junction  of  the  Daniel 
Webster  Highway  and  the  so-called  Shepard  Hill  Road ; 
thence  continuing  in  a  general  easterly  direction,  paral- 
lel to  the  Shepard  Hill  Road  and  distant  therefrom  six 
hundred  feet  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  lot  of  the 
late  Charles  Cox;  thence  following  the  said  eastern

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FINAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  SQUAM  BRIDGE 

WATER  PRECINCT 


Following  instructions  issued  at  a  meeting  of  the 
voters  of  the  precinct,  held  on  July  26,  1938,  the  Board 
consulted  Mr.  Howard  E.  Bailey,  engineer,  regarding 
the  cost  of  a  project  which  would  include  a  reservoir  in 
the  hills  to  the  north  of  the  Holderness  Inn,  with  a 
subsidiary  pumping  station  at  the  junction  of  two 
small  streams,  at  the  point  where  they  join  and  pass 
under  the  road  which  leads  from  the  State  highway  to 
the  site  of  the  reservoir. 

Mr.  Bailey's  letter,  with  estimates,  is  attached  to 
this  report.  After  conference  with  him,  it  was  decided 
that  the  probable  cost  of  such  a  project  as  was  out- 
lined at  the  meeting  of  the  voters,  would  be  as  follows : 

Reservoir,  including  a  very  liberal  allowance 

for  contingencies  $  4,000.00 

Subsidiary  well  1,500.00 

Motor,  pump  and  pumphouse  850.00 

Piping,  reservoir  to  street  $  4,550.00 

Piping,  school  to  Hillside  5,700.00 

Extra  cost  of  crossing  Squam  River  500.00 

$10,750.00 


Engineering  and  supervision  2,000.00 

Legal  and  extra  expenses  400.00 

Preliminary  investigation  500.00 


Total  cost,  exclusive  of  land  $20,000.00 

Add:  probable  cost  of  land  500.00 


Total  estimated  cost,  project  ending 

at  Hillside  $20,500.00 

Add:  If  piping  were  run  to  Meakin's  place  900.00 

If  piping  were  run  from  Meakin's  to 

Cox  place  920.00 


Total  for  system,  including  Cox  place  $22,320.00 
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The  cost  of  a  system  to  Hillside  is  shown  separate- 
ly, inasmuch  as  some  discussion  had  occurred  regarding 
the  advisability  of  limiting  the  precinct  boundaries  so 
as  to  end  the  pipe  line  at  that  point. 

A  list  was  made  of  assessed  values  of  properties 
within  the  precinct  boundaries  and,  making  allowances 
for  probable  values  of  properties  located  only  partly 
within  the  precinct,  a  total  valuation  for  the  precinct 
as  originally  stated  of  $112,305.  was  arrived  at,  with- 
out including  the  Edwards  place,  which  is  owned  by  the 
town. 

Inasmuch  as  the  building  of  the  water  works  was 
based  on  the  participation  of  the  P.  W.  A.  and  a  Feder- 
al grant  of  45%  of  the  total  cost  of  the  project,  it  is 
apparent  that  the  precinct's  share  of  the  cost  would 
amount  to  approximately  10%  of  the  assessed  value 
within  the  precinct. 

A  member  of  the  board  consulted  with  the  Pemi- 
gewasset  National  Bank  and  was  given  to  understand 
that  the  bank  would  loan  the  amount  required  to  pay 
the  precinct's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  project,  on  long 
term  notes,  at  a  rate  of  4%  interest,  provided  that 
$500.  of  the  principal  would  be  retired  each  year. 

The  precinct  tax  required  to  extinguish  $500. 
of  principal  yearly  would  be  about  $5  per  $1,000  of 
valuation  of  property  within  the  precinct  for  each  year, 
over  a  period  of  about  twenty-two  years,  less  the  ex- 
cess earnings  of  the  water  works. 

The  cost  to  operate  the  water  works,  per  year,  was 
estimated  as  follows: 

Interest,  first  year  $     451.00 

Fuel  and  oil  for  pump  60.00 

Labor  100.00 


Total  $     611.00 

Operating  cost  would  reduce  each  year,  owing  to 
reducing  interest  charges.  The  latter  would  decrease 
$20.00  per  year. 
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On  the  basis  of  a  charge  for  water  of  $20.00  per 
year  for  ten  families,  a  revenue  of  $200  would  be  pro- 
vided each  year  and  two  family  users  who  are  on,  a 
partial  commercial  basis  would  probably  contribute 
$35.00  each  or  $70.00,  leaving  the  difference  between 
$270.00  and  $611.00  to  be  made  up  by  the  principal 
users  of  water  for  commercial  purposes. 

The  foregoing  estimates  took  no  cognizance  of 
any  probable  increase  in  the  number  of  users  of  water. 
Were  as  many  as  five  additional  users  to  take  water 
from  the  precinct,  an  additional  revenue  of  $100.00 
would  be  provided,  with  a  corresponding  drop  in  the 
tax  rate  of  the  precinct  of  $1.00  per  $1,000  of  valuation. 

With  interest  charges  reducing  yearly  and  with 
the  probability  of  nearly  all  residents  within  the  pre- 
cinct ultimately  becoming  users  of  water,  it  seemed 
apparent  that  the  project  was  financially  feasible  and 
that  ultimately  the  precinct  would  be  provided  with 
water  at  an  exceptionally  low  cost,  for  with  the  retire- 
ment of  all  notes,  there  would  be  no  interest  charges 
and  operating  costs  would  be  negligible. 

The  foregoing  facts  and  opinions  were  presented 
by  a  member  of  the  Board  at  a  final  meeting  of  the 
voters  of  the  precinct,  held  on  August  2,  1938.  The 
voters  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  project,  hence 
this  report  is  presented  as  a  matter  of  record.

The  Board  directed  the  Treasurer  to  retain  a  bal- 
lance  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  in  the  Pemigewas- 
set  National  Bank,  to  pay  interest  and  other  contingent 
expenses  of  closing  out  the  records  of  the  precinct,  and 
to  pay  all  funds  in  the  bank  in  excess  of  that  amount 
to  the  bank,  on  the  principal  of  the  note  of  the  precinct, 
leaving  the  balance  due  on  the  said  note  $367.79,  to 
be  paid  out  of  taxes  against  the  precinct. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  ac- 
cepted. 

The  Board  notified  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Holderness  to  proceed  to  assess  sufficient 
taxes  against  the  precinct,  in  the  year  1938,  to  pay  all 
debts  of  the  precinct.
